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limits. 

Instead, the discussion will 
continue during the 7 p.m. July 1 
meeting, after about 25 employ¬ 
ees and business owners within 
the city attended the meeting in 
opposition of the tax increase. 

To begin the discussion, 
Mayor Clay Crupper recom¬ 
mended that the council only 
raise the tax to 1 percent in order 
to generate about $320,000 in 
additional revenue.

Former jail deputy indicted for sodomy

A 30-year-old former Grant 
County Detention Center 
employee has been indicted for 
having sexual contact with an 
inmate. 

Sherenee Slone was indicted 
June 12 by a Grant County grand 
jury on charges of third-degree 
sodomy, a class D felony that is 
punishable by one to five years in 
prison. 

An inmate at the jail, 32-year- 
old Eric Wayne Hamilton, was 
also indicted on charges of third- 
degree sodomy and being a per¬ 
sistent felony offender. 

“It’s sad and it’s unfortunate 
that people make poor decisions 
that’s going to effect them and 


possibly ruin their lives,” said 
Jailer Terry Peeples. 

Slone was employed as a part- 
time corrections officer at the 
detention center for about six 
months, according to Peeples. 

“She was let go for a non- 
related incident,” he said. “She 
was let go for horseplay and then 
after she was already released 
this information came to light.” 


Peeples said the horseplay 
incident that led to Slone’s dis¬ 
missal in late April involved 
Hamilton as well. 

“As far as we can determine, 
it was one incident,” he said. 
“But, it was severe enough that 
we let her go.” 

About two days after the fir¬ 
ing, Peeples said information was 
discovered through surveillance 


tapes and interviews about an 
incident involving sexual contact 
between Slone and Hamilton that 
led to the sodomy indictment. 

Peeples said he took all the 
information he had and forward¬ 
ed it to the commonwealth attor¬ 
ney’s office, which presented the 
case to the grand jury. 

“We provide (employees) the 
training and we teach them that 
this type of behavior is not only 
inappropriate, but it will put you 
in prison,” Peeples said. “We 
stress that. I guess she just did not 
heed our warnings.” 

An indictment means there is 
probable cause to believe a per¬ 
son has committed a crime. A 
defendent is presumed innocent 
until proven guilty. 


A 34-year-old Williamstown man 
suffered life-threatening injuries June 
16 after a dislodged wheel hit the hood 
and windshield of his vehicle. 

In what authorities are calling “an 
unusual accident,” Sandra Slater, 41, of 
Saint Albans, West Virginia, was driv¬ 
ing a 1996 Chevrolet Silverado pickup 
truck southbound on Interstate 75 in 
Boone County around 1:05 pm. when 
the left front wheel came off the truck. 

The wheel bounced over the divid¬ 
ing wall and hit a northbound 2004 
Chevrolet Silverado on the hood and 


reported life- 
threatening inju¬ 
ries. 

Monk experi¬ 
enced minor 
injuries, but 
declined treat¬ 
ment, according to police. 

The collision is being investigated 
by the Boone County Sheriff’s Office 
Accident Reconstruction Unit.

Shively learns politics as ‘Mayor For A Day’

Cody Shively went from 
high school graduate to may¬ 
or of Williamstown, at least 
for one day. 

Shively, a 2012 gradu¬ 
ate of Grant County High 
School, “bought” the posi¬ 
tion as part of the annual 
Kiwanis auction to generate 
funds for the many organiza¬ 
tions, programs and scholar¬ 
ships the Kiwanis support. 

Shively’s winning bid 
was $75 and it meant that he 
would spend the day shad¬ 
owing Williamstown Mayor 
Rick Skinner. 

On June 3, Shively put on 
a tie and went to work. He 
spent the day going to meet¬ 
ings and touring projects in 
the city such as the current 
dredging taking place at 
Lake Williamstown and the 
site of the Ark Encounter on 
Eibeck Lane. 

For Shively, the project, 
which was expected to be 
completed in 2014 but has 
not yet entered into the con¬ 
struction phase, became a 
little more real. 

“It was really neat to 
see,” he said. “They’ve got 
it staked out so you can see 
where the Ark will actually 
be built.” 

Shively’s first executive 
decision was to put a hold on 
installing walls into the bath¬ 
rooms at Webb Park because 
they keep being torn down or 
vandalized. 

“I thought it would be a 
good idea to wait until the 
city installed some cameras, 
which might stop some of 
that,” Shively said. 

He spent the afternoon 
meeting with city depart¬ 
ment supervisors, toured the 
wastewater treatment plant, 


sat in on a budget meeting 
and even got to go out on 
patrol with Williamstown 
Police Chief A1 Rich. 

“This is pretty close to a 
typical day,” said Skinner. “I 
got lucky with Cody. He’s 
been great.” 

Shively just wrapped up 
his first year at Gateway, but 
he plans to transfer to Thom¬ 
as More College and major 
in grief counseling. 

Shively said he was en¬ 
couraged to think about 
helping others because of his 
own story. 

He, along with another 
GCHS student, were the 
most seriously injured in a 
school bus crash on Jan. 17, 
2007. Shively spent weeks 
in a coma at Children’s Hos¬ 
pital, with his parents, Steve 
and Tammy Shively and 
brother, Dustin, not know¬ 
ing if he would survive the 
crash. 

A drug test immediately 
following the wreck showed 
the bus driver, Angelynna 
Young, had traces of cocaine, 


marijuana and other pain 
medications in her system. 

She was later indicted 
by a Grant County grand 
jury and charged with two 
counts of first-degree as¬ 
sault and 15-counts of wan¬ 
ton endangerment. She was 
also indicted for seven drug 
charges including two counts 
of cocaine possession, three 
counts of marijuana posses¬ 
sion, possession of hydro- 
codone and possession of 
drug paraphernalia. 

Young was sentenced to 
22 years in jail, without the 
eligibility for parole until she 
serves at least 10 years and 
two months of the sentence. 

The jagged scar on Shive¬ 
ly’s face indicates he’s got a 
story to tell. 

“I’ve got to live with this 
for the rest of my life,” he 
said, without a hint of bitter¬ 
ness or anger. 

Following the wreck and 
his recovery, he was forced 
to give up playing any sports 
for fear he would receive a 
head injury. He wore a hel¬ 


met for several months to al¬ 
low his head wounds to heal. 

Shively also has double 
vision and is tested annually 
to make sure he can operate 
a vehicle. 

“My preacher (at South 
Fork Christian Church) said 
I could share my story and 
maybe that would help oth¬ 
ers so that’s what I want to 
do,” Shively said. 

He’s already traveled to 
Miami University and spoke 
in front of students about 
the dangers of using illegal 
drugs. 

“The main thing I want 
to do is go to schools and 
tell people that drugs aren’t 
good. Look what they did to 
me,” he said. 

On this day, Shively was 
happy to sit in the mayor’s 
chair, or at least beside him, 
and get his feet wet in local 
politics. 

“It’s been a lot of fun,” 
Shively, told the mayor and 
city council at the council 
meeting later that night. “I 
appreciate the opportunity.”

I also recognize there are all sorts 
of places one can go to get news 
these days, but I still believe you’re 
not going to go anywhere besides 
our print edition, or our E-edition 
or our web site at www.grantky.com 
and get any more news that is fo¬ 
cused on Grant County, Kentucky.

Life is all about connections 


T hrough time and space an 
email emerged into existence 
on my computer. It came 
from a 24-year old Belgium woman 
who had been volunteering to care 
for specific United States soldiers’ 
graves at the WWII cemetery of Ar¬ 
dennes, in Belgium. 

The Ardennes has 5,329 graves 
of American soldiers. The young 
woman was caring for a soldier 
from Hazard, Kentucky. She was 
asking for help in finding informa¬ 
tion and contacting the family. 

She wanted to know about the 
person who lay beneath the earth 
and who died on the soil of her 
homeland, making her freedom 
possible. 

The girl knew nothing about 
Kentucky. She came across my 
name as the publisher of a Kentucky 
newspaper and she took a chance 
by sending me her request. 

I contacted the newspaper in 
Hazard and the person I contacted 
did not seem too interested in the 
matter. This attitude interested me. 

“You mean to tell me that a 
young person seeking information 
on the family of the person whose 
grave she tends to, in Belgium, a 
soldier killed in WWII, from Haz¬ 
ard, isn’t a story? It’s a story to me 
and I’m not that near to Hazard,” I 
said. 

I was able to make contact with 


someone in the local 
historical society in 
Hazard and they were 
able to help the person 
make contact with the 
family, at which time 
the story gained some 
interest. 

My last email to the 
Belgium woman got a 
reply that she had been 
talking to the family 
of the soldier and that 
the local Kentucky 
newspaper was calling 
her back to do a story. 

She was to send them 
a photograph of her at 
the gravesite. 

Just a couple weeks later my 
phone rang and, as often the case 
with questions concerning history, 
I was given the call. 

An older lady had WWII medals 
and other memorabilia belonging 
to a soldier that died in battle in the 
pacific. At the time of his death, the 
soldier had an unborn child. That 
child never saw or had never been 
touched by her father. 

Having grown up with another 
man as her father, her biological 
father was a wisp of a dream, some¬ 
one who never lived during her own 
time. 

The caller was not from Grant 
County and knew nothing of Grant 


County. She only 
remembered that, at 
one time, this man 
had lived in Grant 
County. I believe 
the lady was the sis¬ 
ter of the deceased 
soldier. 

I was lucky on 
finding a connec¬ 
tion. A couple of our 
community’s matri¬ 
archs discussed my 
request and gave 
me a name that led 
me to someone who 
knew someone who 
knew someone else 
who gave me the name of a person 
in another county. That person was 
the daughter of the deceased. 

The lady that called me, and the 
daughter, were put in touch with 
each other and the medals and other 
items were passed on from one gen¬ 
eration to another. Precious family 
items that could have been put in a 
yard sale found its family. 

I was a little bit pleased with 
myself for my part in both of these 
situations. It’s what I like best 
about the job I have.

I value the guardian behavior of our animals 
as one is charged to protect the other. We 
have house cats that are free to go outside; 
barn cats that mostly hang out in the garage; a 
companion red heeler mutt who rarely leaves my 
side and a Maremma livestock guardian dog 
(LGD). Baxter, the LGD, has challenged our 
thinking in owning dogs. He has reinforced that 
animals follow their instinct above all else. He is 
not a pet, rather a worker that is a critical 
component to keeping our farm alive. 

And, to that point, this week has been a 
challenging one. On Wednesday morning, after 
doing morning rounds to open the barn and check 
on the pastured poultry, Andy says there is some 
good news and some bad news. I get butterflies 
in my stomach when he says that. Apparently 
after our 75 laying hens where freed from the 
security of the barn for the day a fox did a 
morning grab? Two dead just south of the 
blueberries; I was charged with disposal but by 
the time I got back there they had returned to 
actualize the meal. I was glad they returned to 
take the birds because I would rather they not go 
to waste, plus this was how we were able to 
determine the likely predator as fox. Dogs kill 
for sport; foxes kill for sustenance. Oh, and the 
good news, Andy added, was that the 102 
Freedom Rangers (a chicken breed we raise for 
meat) down in the nut grove looked great. 

So, during the day on Wednesday, while I was 
away, it seems the fox returned. There were an 
additional six or so scenes of struggle. Not every 
pile of feathers corresponded to a dead hen and 
there were several missing their tail feathers (sort 
of like a lizard.) By our best count I think we lost 
four or five hens that day and all I kept thinking 
is that the fox will keep coming back if I don’t do 
something. 

Companions with a purpose 

So, yes, we live with constant anxiety over 
who might be dead in the morning-or afternoon! 
To allay this anxiety we have employed Baxter to 
the nut grove to patrol the area where our 
pastured poultry are ranging 
inside of an electrified 
fence. He does a great job 
keeping the fox from even 
thinking they can take a 
chance. But on Thursday 
morning it seems that our 
configuration was a bit off. 
The nut grove is perfect for 
free-ranging chickens 
because the trees actually 
deter aerial attacks by 
hawks. Well, it seems the 
way we arranged their little 
A-frame shelters allowed 
for a clear aerial path 
between the row of nut 
trees and two little Rangers 
got it. The viscera left behind is an indication of 
a hawk strike. This batch of Freedom Rangers 
was special because up until Thursday morning 
we were at 100 percent success rate. One 
hundred and two chicks came in the mail and we 
still had 102 chicks at a month. Damn that 
hawk? Or is it our faulty configuration? 

So, ultimately it is playing out like this: 
Baxter has been freed from his pasture patrol in 
the morning to go back to the barn area as I pick 
blueberries. He is excited to be out so he roams 
about the farm and house. Of course, I prefer that 
he stay back by the barn but that is not entirely 
his idea of fun. He is finding out that he is not the 
only one on the job. Freda, my previously feral 
cat that is now a little sweety hissed and swiped 
as Baxter attempted to enter the garage. Off the 
back patio Parc, a rescue from a parking garage 
in downtown Louisville, who you can run a 
vacuum on because he is that laid back, hissed 
and puffed up as Baxter attempted to access the 
patio steps. I had to laugh as I watched this 
animal dynamic play out. 

The idea of working dogs is an ancient one but 
let us give credit to the working cats in our lives. 
The mouser, the rabbit strikes, the shrews and the 
guardian of the patio and garage. In fact, the 
American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals in San Francisco has a Cats on the Job 
Program “dedicated to the lifetime adoption of 
under socialized and feral cats into businesses 
and residences to provide ongoing companionship 
and rodent control.” I think this is a great idea.

Some things are 
worth waiting for 


H ave you ever noticed that the best 
shows on television always take 
a break for the summer? Perhaps 
the executives behind these decisions have 
learned that the beautiful weather of sum¬ 
mer usually invites playing outside, taking up 
summer sports and enjoying family vacations. 
When the sun is shining and more exciting ad¬ 
ventures beckon, who would choose keeping 
up with a story line or even an interesting plot 
twist over swimming, hiking or taking a trip 
to Disneyland? 

As these shows come to a close for the 
summer, they all seem to build to a climactic 
season finale that ultimately ends in a dramat¬ 
ic cliffhanger meant to entice our appetites for 
the next season. A character comes danger¬ 
ously close to revealing a family secret or a ro¬ 
mantic interest learns that their love has been 
in an accident just as the screen turns black 
and flashes the words “To Be Continued...” 
Most writers know that these endings can be 
frustrating for viewers. In fact, the fairy tale 
fantasy drama Grimm recognizes the toll sus¬ 
pense can take on human emotions, so they 
ended this year’s finale with “ To Be Contin¬ 
ued. . Don’t Hate Us! ” 

The most frustrating thing about cliffhang- 
ers is the feeling that you might never know 
how the story ends. Many of us know the 
anticipation and confusion of waiting without 
ever having to turn on a television. We go for 
a job interview and it goes well, but we have 
to wait for a phone call to see if we landed 

the job. We go

to the doctor 
and have tests 
conducted, 
but we have 
to wait for the 
results from 
the lab. We 
apply for col¬ 
lege, but have 
to wait for the 
acceptance let¬ 
ter before we 
can prepare for 
that first day 
of class. When 
faced with a 
long waiting 


period, it is only natural to ask, “What are we 
waiting for? What’s the hold up? When will 
everything be resolved?” 

The disciples felt the same way when they 
heard Jesus say, “I still have many things to 
say to you, but you cannot bear them now.” 
For the disciples and for many people of faith, 
the idea that we have not grasped Jesus’ entire 
message is a spiritual cliffhanger of the worst 
kind. Waiting on Jesus to finish the sentence, 
waiting for our prayers to be answered or 
waiting for a miracle can bring up anxiety and 
self-doubt. We might even begin to doubt our 
faith. A little while after Jesus had spoken, his 
disciples started saying to one another, “What 
does he mean by saying this to us? We do not 
know what he is talking about!” 

Yet, if we listen just a little harder to the 
text we begin to see that Jesus is almost say¬ 
ing “to be continued... there are good things 
still to come!” Jesus is not withholding infor¬ 
mation from the disciples, he is reassuring 
them that the end is not what it seems. When 
we are feeling broken, fearful, and confused it 
is hard to believe that there can be good news 
in our future. When we feel life is too much to 
bear, Jesus comforts us and reminds us that he 
still has many things to say to us when we are 
ready. But if you are like me and have trouble 
waiting, he gives us a small preview of what 
we are waiting for, “God will glorify me, be¬ 
cause he will take what is mine and declare 
it to you.” Some things are worth the wait. 
From John 16:1-15 NRSV

Dry Ridge doctor pleads 
guilty in ‘pill mill’ case

A doctor who worked in pain clinics in 
Georgetown and Dry Ridge pleaded guilty 
Monday to a federal charge that he con¬ 
spired to distribute and dispense oxycodone 
“outside the scope of professional practice 
and not for a legitimate medical purpose.” 

Gregory Bruce White was paid $ 1,600 a 
day to work at Grant County Wellness 
Clinic three days a week and Central 
Kentucky Bariatric and Pain Management 
in Georgetown one day a week, beginning 
May 5, 2011, according to the plea agree¬ 
ment entered in U.S. District Court in 
Lexington. 

Over the course of a year, White pre¬ 
scribed 5,700 doses of oxycodone, the doc¬ 
ument states. 

He often signed blank prescription forms 
that staff members later filled in. 

The clinics were owned by Ernest 
William Singleton, who is not a doctor, and 
Central Kentucky Family Pharmacy, where 
White was told to refer patients. 

According to the plea agreement, 
Singleton told White — and other doctors 
working for him — to spend no more than 
five minutes with patients who had been 
seen before and 15 or 20 minutes with new 
patients. 

White once saw about 92 patients in one 


day, the plea agreement said. 

The clinics operated on a cash basis and 
didn’t accept insurance. New patients were 
charged $250 for a first visit and $200 for 
each following visit. Patients were sched¬ 
uled to come in on a monthly basis. 

The plea agreement says White was an 
anesthesiologist who had to stop practicing 
for a while because of “a significant medi¬ 
cal condition,” which put him “in a finan¬ 
cially unstable position” before he began 
working for Singleton. 

White’s medical license was suspended 
in May 2012 and later revoked by the 
Kentucky Board of Medical Licensure. 

White, who is scheduled to be sentenced 
Oct. 3, could face up to 20 years in prison, 
a fine of at least $1 million and three years’ 
supervised release. 

Singleton is facing a number of charges, 
including conspiracy to distribute oxy¬ 
codone; conspiracy to distribute diazepam, 
and ultram; conspiracy to commit money 
laundering and maintaining drug-involved 
premises. 

His trial has been ongoing in U.S. District 
Court since June 3. 

Lee Ann Marlow, another doctor who 
worked in Singleton’s clinics, pleaded guilty 
to conspiring to dispense oxycodone with¬ 
out a legitimate medical purpose on May 
31. She faces up to 71 months in prison and 
is scheduled to be sentenced in September. 


Indiana woman dies 
in motorcycle wreck

An Indiana woman was killed in Williamstown following a motorcycle 
wreck on June 14. 

Rodney and Lisa Singleton of Spencer, Ind. were traveling north on 
Interstate-75 between Williamstown and Dry Ridge around 2:55 p.m. when 
the back tire on their motorcycle blew out causing Rodney to lose control 
of the motorycle. 

According to Grant County Sheriff’s Sgt. Brian Maines, the 2005 
Harley Davidson hit the center dividing wall and flipped several times. 

Rodney was transported to University of Cincinnati Medical Center by 
Rural Metro Ambulance with non-life threatening injuries. 

Lisa, 47, was flown by PHI to UC with life-threatening injuries, Maines 
said. She was later pronounced dead. 

Neither was wearing a helmet. 

Maines said witnesses interviewed at the scene said the motorycle was 
not speeding, but that the bike started to wobble before Rodney Singleton 
lost control. 

“This is consistent with what he also told me,” Maines said. 

1-75 was closed for about 20 minutes to allow the helicopter to land. 

Maines said the couple were traveling as part of a group of motorcycles 
back from Gatlinburg. 

“They were the last bike in the group,” he said. 

Eighteen people died in 17 separate crashes on Kentucky’s roadways 
from June 10 through June 16. Through June 16, preliminary statistics 
indicate that 271 people have lost their lives on Kentucky’s roadways dur¬ 
ing 2013. This is 73 fewer than reported for the same time period in 
2012.

Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a description of the vehicle, location, director 
of travel and a license number if possible. 


New Kentucky laws take effect next week 


FRANKFORT — New laws 
approved during the Kentucky 
General Assembly’s 2013 regular 
session go into effect on June 25. 

That means laws against human 
trafficking will soon be strength¬ 
ened. More DNA testing will be 
allowed as evidence in post-convic¬ 
tion felony cases. And school dis¬ 
tricts can start deciding whether 
they want to raise their compulsory 
attendance age to 18, though the 
2015-16 school year would be the 
first year any changes could actu¬ 
ally impact students. 

The state constitution specifies 
that new laws take effect 90 days 
after the adjournment of the legisla¬ 
ture, except for general appropria¬ 
tion measures and those containing 
emergency or delayed effective 
date provisions. 

This year’s regular session 
adjourned on March 26, making 
June 25 the day that most laws will 
take effect. 

The laws taking effect that day 
include measures the following 
topics: 

Child protection. House Bill 


290 will establish by statute an 
independent review panel to inves¬ 
tigate cases of child deaths and 
near-fatal injuries. The panel will be 
given access to complete records of 
the Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services, as well as information 
from law enforcement and other 
agencies involved in the cases. 

Crime. Senate Bill 15, named 
the Bryan Durman Act in honor of 
a Lexington police officer who was 
killed by a hit-and-run driver in 
2010, will ensure that a person con¬ 
victed of criminal homicide in the 
killing of a police or firefighter on 
duty doesn’t become eligible for 
probation or parole until 85 percent 
of a sentence is served. 

DNA testing. HB 41 will allow 
some felony offenders in prison or 
under state supervision to request 
testing and analysis of their DNA as 
case evidence 

Hemp. SB 50 creates an admin¬ 
istrative framework for the growing 
of hemp in Kentucky if the crop is 
legalized by the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Human trafficking. HB 3 will 


strengthen human trafficking laws 
while protecting victims from pros¬ 
ecution for crimes they were forced 
to commit. The legislation will 
offer assistance to agencies respon¬ 
sible for helping human trafficking 
victims by creating a “human traf¬ 
ficking victims fund” supported by 
service fees paid by convicted 
human traffickers, proceeds from 
seized and forfeited assets of traf¬ 
fickers, and any grants, contribu¬ 
tions, or other funds that may 
become available. 

Proof of insurance. HB 164 will 
allow people to use electronic insur¬ 
ance cards on their smart phones or 
other electronic devices as proof of 
motor vehicle insurance. Drivers 
will still be required to keep paper 
insurance cards in their vehicles. 

Religious freedom. HB 279 
specifies that government shall not 
burden a person’s freedom of reli¬ 
gion. The legislation states that an 
action motivated by a sincerely 
held religious belief can not be 
infringed upon without a compel¬ 
ling governmental interest. (HB 
279 was vetoed by the governor; 


the veto was overridden by the 
House and Senate.) 

Scholarships. SB 64 will ensure 
that students earning Kentucky 
Educational Excellence 

Scholarships aren’t penalized in the 
amount of scholarship money they 
receive if they graduate from high 
school in three years rather than 
four. 

School dropouts. SB 97 will 
allow school districts to increase 
the compulsoiy attendance age to 
18 beginning in the 2015-16 school 
year. Districts that do so must have 
programs and resources in place for 
students at-risk of not graduating. 
The increased compulsory atten¬ 
dance age will become mandatory 
statewide four years after 55 per¬ 
cent of Kentucky school districts 
adopt it. 

Student health. HB 172 will 

encourage schools to possess at 
least two epinephrine auto-injectors 
in case one is needed for a student 
having a life-threatening allergic or 
anaphylactic reaction. 

Suicide prevention. SB 72 will 
require attendance at suicide pre¬ 


vention training programs at least 
once every six years for social 
workers, marriage and family ther¬ 
apists, professional counselors, fee- 
based pastoral counselors, alcohol 
and dmg counselors, psychologists, 
and occupational therapists. 

Teacher evaluations. HB 180 
will require the Kentucky Board of 
Education to establish a statewide 
evaluation system for all certified 
personnel. The Department of 
Education, in consultation with 
teacher and principal steering com¬ 
mittees, will develop the system 
prior to the 2014-2015 school year 
Tuition waivers. SB 95 will 
extend the five-year tuition waiver 
eligibility period for adopted chil¬ 
dren who serve in the military. 

Victim protection. HB 222 will 
establish a crime victim protection 
program in the Secretary of State’s 
office to allow domestic violence 
victims to have personal informa¬ 
tion, such as addresses, redacted 
from public voter registration roles. 
The legislation will also allow vic¬ 
tims in the program to vote by mail- 
in absentee ballot.

Alice Ingram moved a lot of 
merchandise last week at her 
screen printing/embroidery shop in 
Dry Ridge. 

Unfortunately, she didn’t get 
paid for any of it after thieves 
removed an air conditioner from a 
window and entered the business 
off Hopperton Lane and helped 
themselves to more than $10,000 
worth of T-shirts and equipment. 

Ingram said she was working 
until around 9 p.m. on June 8 and 
when she returned to her business 
on June 10, the store had been 
ransacked. 

“All the merchandise in the 
front of the store was just gone,” 
she said. 

According to Ingram, the 
thieves also took an air conditioner 
unit outside the building, a screen 
printer, copy and Fax machine, a 
small sewing machine, a safe and 
$30 in cash, most of which was 
quarters. 

“What I don’t understand is that 
I had just received a new shipment 
of blank T-shirts, but they left 
those and removed all the mer¬ 
chandise that had already been 
imprinted with area team logos,” 
she said. 

The merchandise taken includ¬ 
ed T-shirts, V-neck pullover jackets 
and “Polo” style shirts with logos 
for the Grant County Braves, 
Williamstown Demons, Owen 
County Rebels and Gallatin County 
Wildcats. 

The merchandise was all made 
by Port Authority.

“I’m the only one that sells that 
brand locally,” she said. “I’m hop¬ 
ing that may lead police to who¬ 
ever took the stuff.” 

Ingram said she’s already 
scoured flea markets and pawn 
shops hoping to locate her shirts 
and equipment. 

As of June 13, she was waiting 
on her insurance adjustor to help 
process her claim. 

“Without the equipment we’re 
just dead in the water and will have 
to wait until it’s replaced,” she 
said. 

This isn’t the first time her shop 
has been targeted by thieves. 

Ingram’s business used to be 
located on Broadway in Dry Ridge, 
but she moved into the larger loca¬ 
tion in 2011. 

Nearly a year ago, a window 
was broken out and someone took 
off with a can of donated change 
for the Grant County Relay For 
Life. The subjects also vandalized 
the inside of the business. 

“I’m still trying to wrap my 
head around it and figure out why 
they took what they did,” she said.

“It’s come the time 
where we’re going to have 
to raise more revenue or 
get rid of the ambulance or 
do something,” he said. 
“That’s how simple it is.” 

In the recently passed 
2013-14 city budget, Dry 
Ridge is estimated to only 
have $32,912 in its General 
Fund at the end of the fis¬ 
cal year. 

The city first passed an 
occupational or payroll tax 
in March 2000 at a rate of 
.5 percent. 

At the time, the city 
council initially discussed 
and ultimately voted down 
a 1 percent occupational 
tax rate after objections 
from employers within the 


city limits. 

However, the council 
then came back and 
approved a smaller .5 per¬ 
cent tax rate. 

Dry Ridge is the only 
city in Grant County to 
have an occupational tax. 

In the 2010-11 fiscal 
year, the tax brought in 
$329,563. 

During the past fiscal 
year, $346,695 was gener¬ 
ated from the tax. 

“When I came on seven 
years ago, the first item of 
business was to raise the 
payroll tax a half percent 
(to 1 percent),” Crupper 
said. “It was a 3 to 3 vote 
and I voted at the time no 
(to break the tie.) And, we 
got by for seven years. 
But, it’s finally caught up 


with us. I see no way to 
continue operating if don’t 
generate more revenue or 
cut. We may get by this 
year, but next year, we’re 
going to be in bad shape.” 

Several council mem¬ 
bers said that tripling the 
tax rate may be too high 
and raising it to 1 percent 
from .5 percent may be a 
better solution. 

“I’m not happy with the 
1.5 percent,” said council 
member Kenny 

Edmondson, who added he 
supports a .5-percent 
increase. “I told the coun¬ 
cil that last week. If they 
can tell me where the mon¬ 
ey’s going, for police pro¬ 
tection, working on the 
park, getting grass off the 
sidewalks and spraying 


and cleaning up the city, 
I’m all for it. It’s going to 
effect me just as much as it 
effects you.” 

The council has dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of 
using the funds for more 
police protection, which 
could cost $600,000 to 
$700,000 if a full police 
department is started. 

Currently, Dry Ridge 
only utilizes a police chief 
and contracts with the City 
of Williamstown for police 
protection from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. at a cost of $11,000 
per month. 

“The thing that we’re 
hounded with is we’re not 
getting police protection,” 
Edmondson said. 

However, council mem¬ 
ber Scott Bates said the 
funds for a department 
would not be there if the 
tax increase was not large 
enough. 

“If we’re going to move 
forward with the police 
department, the half per¬ 
cent (increase) is not going 
to fund the police depart¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Council member Sara 
Cummins said she realizes 
the tax increase to 1.5 per¬ 
cent is a lot, adding that 
her husband works for the 
Dry Ridge Fire Department, 
so the rate hike would 
impact her as well. 

After giving it some 
thought, council member 
Fred Money said he was 
not for a 1-percent 
increase, but he did sup¬ 
port a .5-percent rate 
hike. 

“I sat in that (council) 
chair seven years ago and 
voted down the (payroll 
tax increase,)” he said. “In 
those seven years, we’ve 
seen our income go down. 
We no longer have any 
bandaids left. We put ban- 
daids here and duct tape 
there to keep going.” 

An emotional Carisa 
Hughett, who fought back 
tears at times, said she felt 
the decision to raise the 
payroll tax was too rushed 
and that the council need¬ 
ed to analyze all the num¬ 
bers closely before vot¬ 


ing. 

“I feel if this goes 
through, we all should be 
wearing black hats and 
bandannas.” she said. “I 
say cancel the whole thing 
until we get some num¬ 
bers. I’ll tell you one thing 
makes me mad is over¬ 
time. We need to look at 
our backdoor. We need to 
cut on ours. You (Mayor 
Crupper) said that the only 
thing we could do was 
raise taxes or get rid of 
ambulance. Why not look 
at those numbers?” 

Hughett admitted that 
during the first reading of 
the tax increase she was 
under the impression she 
was voting to raise the rate 
to 1 percent. 

Had she realized it was 
to triple the rate to 1.5 
percent, Hughett said she 
would have voted against 
the measure because there 
are too many families 
involved. 

“These people in Grant 
County, we have no 
money,” she said. “In the 
Grant County (Schools) 
District, over 64 percent 
are on free or reduced 
lunch. Dry Ridge 
Elementary is 63 percent, 
the high school is 58 per¬ 
cent, the middle school is 
63 percent and Sherman 
Elementary is 75 percent. 
I cannot see doing this to 
these people.” 

Audience members also 
expressed their displea¬ 
sure with the tax rate hike, 
including several members 
of Dana Corp. and Gusher 
Pumps. 

“When we don’t have 
the money, I can’t spend 
it,” said William Smith of 
Gusher Pumps. “I can’t 
get it from anyone else.” 

Beverly Fryman, vice 
president of UAW Local 
3064 at Dana Corp., said 
most of her company’s 
employees do not live in 
Dry Ridge and some live 
out of the state, but they 
still are expected to pay 
the tax. 

“I know some of you 
on the city council may 
think it’s just a few dol¬ 


lars,” she said. “But, at the 
end of the year, it adds 
up.” 

Fryman, who gave the 
council a petition of signa¬ 
tures of employees who 
are against the tax increase, 
said paying a higher tax 
also could impact the qual¬ 
ity of employees the indus¬ 
try is able to attract. 

“What happens if Dana 
closes up?,” she said. “I 
know we’re not the big¬ 
gest employer, but if they 
close up, you’re not going 
to get very much money, 
are you?” 

In a down economy 
where going out to eat 
becomes a higher luxury, 
Country Grill owner Mike 
Hare said he would be 
impacted greatly by the 
tax increase. 

Marlon Kinsey, a teach¬ 
er at Grant County Middle 
School, questioned why a 
decision on the increase 
was being held in June 
when one of the largest 
employers in the city, 
Grant County Schools, 
was out for the summer 
and may not be aware of 
the vote. 

“For me, that’s going 
from $300 to $900,” he 
said. “That’s a huge 
amount of money.” 

As a non-resident of 
Dry Ridge, Kinsey said he 
sees a payroll tax itself as 
taxation without represen¬ 
tation. 

“All the people who are 
non-residents who come 
in to work here that our 
being impacted by this, we 
have no voice,” he said. 
“We can’t vote.” 

Instead of looking to 
raise taxes and generate 
more revenue, Keith 
Kinmon of Kinmon Steel 
suggested difficult cuts 
should be made by the city 
instead. 

“When I get into water 
up to here, I start heading 
for the shore and figure 
out something else to do,” 
he said. “I make changes. 
If it’s cutting the help a 
little bit, I try not to get rid 
of anybody, but we make 
adjustments.” 
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
